A young Elba man was killed 
early Saturday morning when the 
vehicle he was driving left Highway

in, whether public or private, must be opposed and 


condemned, In some senses, the abortion issue might be considered a 
“‘private’’ issue, but it is very much a public moral issue. There are 
some 4,000 abortions each day in the United States, and for those who 
believe what the Bible teaches about the sanctity of life, these 4,000 
abortions are 4,000 murders, Certainly, there are many women who are 
in very adverse circumstances, They may believe that abortion is the 
solution to their problems. Although civil law may favor the abortionist 
at this time, God's law stands against abortion, 

The usual argument for abortion on demand is that it is the 
woman's ‘'right’’ to have an abortion, But the rights of the child who is 
being aborted are completely ignored. The Supreme Court ruling that 
opened the way for abortion on demand said that the unborn has no 


rights, because the unborn child is not a “‘person'’ in any 
*meaningful,'’ or ‘‘whole’’ sense. This ruling completely disregards 


Does your faith work? What 
evidence of a working faith is seen in 
your life? 

The Bible says that a Christian is 
‘ta doer of the Word and not a hearer 
only.’’ Not only should the Christian 
mark his Bible - the Bible should 
mark him. 

How does faith work? 

A working faith controls the 
tongue. Control of speech is a 
problem for many people. James 
says, ‘‘If any person seems to be 
religious but does not control his 
speech, this person's faith is empty” 
(James 1:26). Most of us are like the 
man about whom it was said, ‘‘He 
always has too much conversation 
left at the end of his idea." 

The psalmist prayed, ‘‘Set a 
watch, O Lord, before my mouth; 
keep the door of my lips’’ (Psalm 
141:3). The control of the tongue is 
the barometer of a working faith. 

A working faith leads to 
cleanliness and moral purity. James 
says that real religion or faith will 
keep the Christian ‘‘unspotted from 
the world." A working’ faith 
develops holiness in the believer's 
life. Holiness means to be ‘‘se 
apart’’ for service or dedication to 
the Lord. 

This indicates that certain places, 
deeds, books and movies would be 
unsuitable and unwise for the person 
of faith, Some things leave a 
‘stain’ or ‘‘spot'’ on the soul. A 
faith that works is dedicated to moral 
purity and holiness. 

Finally, a working faith leads to 
commitment. Real faith works! 
James says, ‘‘Show me your faith 
without your works, and | will show 


you my faith by my works"’ (James. 


2:18).

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SAY NO TO DRUGS

‘Say ‘no’ to drugs,’ said Eddie and Tim, two Inmates from the Alabama 
Department of Corrections when they spoke to the group of seventh and eighth grade 
4-H'ers. They spoke about their experiences with drugs and reasons they were In 
prison 

Eddie, age 22, started serving his time in prison as a teenager. He said he was one 
that was easily led and that peer pressure played a big part with his use of drugs. It all 
began one day when he and a friend went out and got «rurk. Even- 
tually, alcohol ied to drugs, and the addiction of drugs led to robbery and serving time 
in prison. He will be up for parole in March after serving six years. 

Tim is a husband and father. He was very successful as a supervisor of his work, 
but his addiction interfered, causing him to get fired. In order to support his $500 a day 
drug habit, he began to steal from pharmacies. After four robberies, he was caught 
and sentenced for the fifth time. He is supposed to get out of prison In 2010, but his 
parole date is 1992 

Eddie and Tim also gave the students a view of their prison life and dally routine. 
Each morning the inmates have breakfast and then go out to their jobs. Before coming 
back in for lunch everyone has to undress and be searched. One of the bad things 
about prison life is lack of privacy. There are no private restrooms and showers are 
taken in rooms with about 25 other showers. Violence is another bad point in prigon 
life. Occasionally when the inmates have the opportunity to watch television there are 
often riots in determining which station to watch. 

Eddie and Tim area part of the Free By Choice program. The program |s designed 
to keep students off drugs and out of prison. Free By Choice has a 
team of the greatest experts in the world -- the committed users. In addition to 
speaking to schools across the state, they have designed a follow-up program to help 
prevent drug abuse 

According to documented studies nearly one-third of crimes in our nation are. 
committed by persons under the influence of drugs

State Technical College, visited the Zion Chapel’s senior class recently. 

Mr. Brown gave a slide presentation on the MacArthur Tech campus, faculty, 
classrooms and offered courses. 

The programs of study take 4 to 8 quarters to complete and Include air conditioning 
and refrigeration, auto body technology, automotive mechanics, barbering, business 
data processing technology, accounting, general clerical, carpentry and cabinet- 
making, cosmetology, diesel and heavy equipment mechanics, drafting and design 
technology, electronics technology, practical nursing, communications electronics, 
small engine mechanics, drafting and design technolology, practical nursing, 
communications electronics, small engine mechanics, upholstery, welding, and 
industrial electricity. There are about 450 students enrolled at MacArthur and tuition 
is $200 per quarter. Diplomas are awarded in most of the departments and Associates 
in Applied Technology Degrees are awarded in other courses.

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HORTICULTURE TIPS 


PRUNING 

You are supposed to. prune all 
shrubs in the winter time. Right? 
Wrong! The time for pruning 
2stablished shrubs depends on time 
of flowering, growth habits and age 
of wood. 

Spring-flowering shrubs: The 
following shrubs produce flowers on 
the previous season's growth, and 
should be pruned immediately after 
flowing: 


Spirea, Forsythia,  Weigela, 
Sweetshrub, Redbud, Flowering 
Quince, Mockorange, Azalea, 


Tamarix, Saucer Magnolia, Flower- 
ing Almond, Deutzia, Hydrangea, 
Pearlbush, Camellia. 

Summer-flowering shrubs. The 
following shrubs produce flowers on 
the current season’s growth, and 
may be pruned in late spring or early 
spring: 

Barberry, Ligustrum, Althea, 
Chaste Tree, Crape Myrtle, Butterfly 
Bush, Abelia, Kerria, Honeysuckle, 
Beautyberry. 

Fruiting or Evergreen Plants. 


The following shrubs produce 
flowers and fruit on the previous 
season's growth, and must be

pruned in late winter as old fruit 
dies. Caution: Severe pruning 
results in greatly reduced flowering 
and fruiting. If in doubt, prune after 
flowering to avoid removing all 
flowering and fruiting branches: 

Hollies, Viburnum, Pyracantha, 
Nandina, Cotoneaster. 

Established Plants. When plants 
grow for several years without any 
pruning, the new growth is mainly in 
the top of a few branches or it 
becomes irregular. Decidious plants, 
such as spirea and flowering quince. 
begin to look scraggly. These plants 
can be cut back to ground level in 
early spring. However, it is better to 
leave some of the previous season's 
growth if possible. 

Broad-ieaved evergreens - such 
as hollies, ligustrums, azaleas and 
gardenias - should not be pruned so 
drastically. Depending on conditions 
of plant and weather, new stems 
usually develop at ground level. 
However, it is possible that this 
growth will not develop. 

Some broad-leaved evergreens - 
such as Nandina and Mahonia - tend 
to. grow tall with a little foliage at the 
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top of the canes. Cut a few older 
canes at ground level or slightly 
above each year; this will induce new 
growth at lower levels to make the 
plant more compact and attractive. 
Narrow-leaved evergreens - such 
as junipers, arborvitaes and yews - 


are often neglected until they 
outgrow their usefulness in the 
landscape. To avoid this condition, 


prune them as they develop over the 
years. Remove new, growing branch 
tips or shear the plants in early 
spring before new growth starts. 
Early spring pruning prevents long 
periods of unsightly appearance. 


PLANT PECANS IN WINTER 

Now through February is the best 
time to plant pecan trees. These 
trees grow best in sandy loam soils. 
Also, they need plenty of sunlight. 

Plant the trees as deep as they 
grew in the nursery. Soil test and till 
in fertilizer, lime and zine before 
planting. It’s best to plant trees of 
different varieties, such as one Davis 
or Cape Fear and another of Elliott, 
Jackson, Melrose or Sumner 
varieties,

This third week in January, our 
Very Special Person is Mrs. Bertha 
Mae Davis Donaldson, whom many 
of you will already know and 
recognize, as she and her husband, 
the late Dallas Donaldson, owned 
and operated a grocery store, the 
R.D. Donaldson Grocery Store, on 
Hwy. 84 for years; and also owned a 
popular fish pond in the Friendshi 
Community for many years whic 
was open to the public. 

Miss Bertha - or ‘‘Aunt Buck,”’ 
as she is lovingly called by her nieces 
and nephews - as her nephew by 
marriage, Dan Morrow, said, ‘‘is her 
own woman.’’ She is most alert and 
a most interesting lady to visit. She's 
very feisty, independent, and a doll! 

Upon entering her room and 
introducing myself, stating why | 
was there, she quickly asked why | 
would want to write about her, who 
would want to read it, and whose 
idea was it! 

When I replied that | wanted to 
write about her because everyone 
loved her, her friends and loved ones 
(especially great nieces Paige and 
Penny) would love to read about her 
in the newspaper, and that it was 
Lorene Bryan's and my idea, Miss 
Bertha pertly declared, ‘I'm gonna 
spank Lorene!'’ So Lorene, be 
warned! : 

Ahh - I think she was being 
modest and just teasing, for we did 
have a delightful visit, and while |! 
was there, one of her many friends 
dropped by to. see her - Mrs. Agnes 
Wilson - and she too assured Miss 
Bertha that she would like to read 
about her in the newspaper, to. which 
Mrs. Bertha replied, ‘Don't believe 
a word of that you read in the 
paper!"’ 

In appearance Miss Bertha is 
very attractive, with white hair and 
pretty dark eyes. She is slightly 
built, now weighing 110 pounds, she 
said, but.n earlier years said she had 
weighed 210.

According to authorities, two. of 
Mrs. Horstead’s daughters and a 
grandchild were asleep in the den of 
the wood frame house when one of 
the daughters awoke and found the 
room ablaze. The daughters 
apparently awoke their mother, who 
was asleep in a front bedroom, and 
then went to.a neighbor's home to 
seek help. 


A neighbor, identified as Albert 
Wilson, broke into a window in the 
rear bedroom where three children 
were sleeping and was able to. save 
an ll-year-old boy; however, the 
younger children apparently became 
afraid and ran from the bedroom, 


Unemployment rate dips to 9.5% 


Alabama’s unemployment rate 
declined from 9.8 percent in 
November to 9.5 percent in 
December, according to officials of 
the Alabama Dept. of Industrial 
Relations. The year-ago rate 
measured 8.3 percent. December’s 
rate represented 179,600 
unemployed, compared to 186,600 in 
November, and 149,300 a year ago. 

Departmental spokesman 
Douglas Dyer, Chief of the Research 
and Statistics Division, attributed 
the decline in the  state’s 
unemployment rate to a seasonal 


increase in the retail trade sector, 
which more than offset declines in 
State and local government, as well 
as the nominal downturn in the 
manufacturing division. 

Over-the-year gains in wage and 
salary employment totaled 13,700, 
with annual advances in the non- 
manufacturing division outweighing 
factory losses. 

The comparable’ rate for 
December measured 6.3 percent, 
down from 6.6 percent in November, 
and also below the year-ago rate of 
6.7 percent.
